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REMARKS 

As provided above, in response to the instant Restriction Requirement, Applicants have 
elected "peptide reporter signals", as suggested by the Examiner. In a phone conference with the 
Examiner on October 10, 2006, Applicants discussed canceling all pending claims and adding 
certain new claims directed to the elected group encompassing peptide reporter signals. 
Applicants gratefully acknowledge that the Examiner's acceptance of this course of action. 
Accordingly, Applicants have canceled claims 1-471 and 476-525 without prejudice, and added 
new claims 526-585, drawn to compositions and associated methods of the elected peptide 
reporter signals. Support for each of these new claims can be found throughout the application 
as filed, as described in further detail below. 

Support for new claims 526-545 can be found throughout the application as filed, for 
example at page 6, line 30 to page 7, line 4; page 8, lines 20-27 and in Table 1 , page 36, where 
the reporter signals are described, and on page 61, lines 19-23 and on page 61, line 27; page 214, 
lines 25-26.
